S.O. 1864 .— The following Order made by the President on May 30, 1986, is 
published for general information: — 


Order 

In exercise of the powers conferj-ed by clause (3) of article 77 of the Constitu¬ 
tion, the President hereby makes the following amendments In the Government of 
India (Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, namely: — 

In the said Rules, in the Second Schedule, under the heading, “Ministry of 
Community Development & Cooperation”, 

(a) under sub-heading, “A. Department of Community Development”, for 
entry 1, the following entry shall be substituted, namely: — 

“1. Rural Community Development Programme including Programmes of 
Rural Works and Local Development Works other than piped water 
supply.”; and 
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(b) under sub-heading, “B. Department of Cooperation”, for the existing 
entries, the following entries shall be substituted, namely: — 

“1. Agricultural indebtedness and credit, 

2. Cooperation in agricultural sector. 

3. Matters relating to National Cooperative Organisations, 

4. National Cooperative Development Corporation. 

5. Incorporation, regulation and winding up of cooperative societies with 

objects not confined to one State. 

6. Training of personnel of cooperative departments and cooperative insti¬ 

tutions (including education of members, office bearers and non- 
officials). 

Note: —The Department of Cooperation irresponsible for basic cooperative 
policies and for co-ordinating co-operative activities in all sectors. 
The Ministries are responsible for the formulation and implementa¬ 
tion of programmes within their respective spheres.”
